The Woman Suffrage Wave 


HE National Woman Suffrage Association was in session for a few days 
in Washington, and appears to have done a good work for its cause. It 
has been making gains in various directions, and now asks Congress for 

a suffrage amendment to the federal constitution. As the constitution has bee! 

altered at some points recently, work in that direction is easier to do now than 

it was formerly. 

Here are the states in which women have been endowed with the franchis 
on equal terms with men, and the order in which they acted: Wyoming, Colorado, 
Utah, Idaho, Washington, California, Oregon, Kansas and Arizona. Women 
were granted the franchise in Wyoming in 1869, back in the early territorial 
days, and they have held it since. They obtained it in Oregon, Kansas an 
\rizona last year. In several states, including New York, New Jersey an 
Pennsylvania, suffrage amendments are before the people, to be voted upon at 
an early day. Some of those states will undoubtedly pass them. The prop 
ganda is making advances along the whole line. Illinois recently gave a re 
stricted ballot to women, but they seek complete enfranchisement, and they 
expect to get it in time to use it in two or three years. The “free” states have 
now been increased to nine. These nine states have a population of over 8,000, 

90 persons at this time. This is a smaller number than that of the single state 
of New York, and only about as large as that of Pennsylvania, but there is a 
yrospect that both those states will be in the suffrage column at an early day 

The opposition to the ballot for women is rapidly losing its vogue. This 
hostility has still a hold on the South, but even there it cannot hold out long 
against the more enlightened spirit of the age. Although President Wilson has 
ot been an enthusiastic friend of the cause, he is now counted in favor of it 
One of his daughters is a suffragist. It should be remembered, too, that the 
women who have been using their influence on our National Legislature in 
favor of the ballot are not window breakers or advocates of violence, but urge 
their cause in a legitimate way, and th

The Public and the Railroad 


By President Rae of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad 


E are in a period of dissatisfaction and 

criticism of the entire political and so- 
cial structure, and sound conclusions cannot 
be reached without clear thought and careful 
consideration. Government ownership is 
bound to come quickly if by continued State 
and Federal legislation and 
orders railroad control is assumed without 
the responsibilities of management.
